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REDUCING THE SURPLUS. 


The Senate Passes Fhe Sundry Civil Appro- 
priation Bili. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—In the Senate, 
Mr. George, from the committee on agricul- 
ture, reported back favorably on the house bill 
appropriating $10,000 (to be immediately avail- 
able.) for the special distribution of seeds in 
the drought stricken section of Texas by the 
agricultural department. 

After discussion, the bill wasgpassed. 

A request from the house of representatives 
for an engrossed copy of the lost ¥bill to forfeit 
certain lands of the Northern Pacific railroad 
was ordered to be complied with. 

The senate, at 1:15, resomed consideration of 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. 

Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee on 
appropriations, said that the senator from 
Connecticut (Platt) had inquired of him yes- 
terday whether or not there would bea surplus 
in the treasury in case congress made appro- 
priations this session in accordance with the 
estimates of the departments. In his (Alli- 
son's) desire to complete the bill last night he 
bad failed to answer that inquiry as fully as 
be might have done. He then entered into an 
elaborate srgument to show that the surplus 
forthe next fiscal year would be very small, 
probabiy not exceeding $'5,000,000. To reach 
this conclusion, Mr. Allison said the estimates 
submitted amounted to $576,000,009. Since 
these estimates had been made, the Mexican 
peusion and dependent parents’ pension bills 
bad been passed, which would add $14,000,000 
to the foregoing estimates and other legisla- 
ticn calling for an expenditure of public money 
‘which would bring the total ofthe estimates 

205,000,000 against a probable income of 5110,- 
m60.CC0. In Mr. Allison’s figures the postal 
receipis and expenditures are included. The 
net figures, without these items would probab- 
ly be stated at $50,000,000 less on each side of 
the account. Curiously enough, said Mr. Alli- 
sop, perhaps naturally enough, the secretary 
of the treasury this year makes no estimate of 
Tévenue. Ithas beenthe custom of former 
eecretaries of the tieasury to make estimates 
of revenue, giving actual returns for the first 
4juarter of the year before congress meets and 
siimating for the remainder of the 
year and for the next fiscal year. A

Mr. Teller also spoke upen the defenseless 
condition of our entire coast, and said 
it was entirely possible for any one 
of a half dozen nations, whom he 
named, to abolish at once our. sur- 
plus by sending a few vessels to New York or 
fan Francisco and demanding the contents of 
the sub-treasuries as a ransom of these cities, 
upon the alternative of destroying them by 
bombardment. 

The bill was then reported to the senate and 
passed. 

The Indian appropriation bill was then re- 
ported. 

The senate passed the bill authorizing the 
removal of the quarantine station from Ship 
Island, Miss. It appropriated $415,000. 

Mr. Hawley gave notice that he would, next 
Monday, move to take up senate bills to encour- 
age the manufacture of steel for ordnance pur- 
poses for the army anda similar bill for the 
navy. These were bills which had been .re- 
ported unanimously by the committes on coast 
defenses and the committee had been waiting 
an unreasonable time toask the senate to con- 
sider them. 

After fruitless attempts, on the part, princi- 
pally, of democratic senators, to go into execu- 
tive session, the senate at 5:20 adjourned. 
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CONGRESSMEN’S FUNERALS* 


The House Tables the Bill to Prohibit the 
Appointment of Funeral Committees. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Morrison, the order setting 
apart tomorrow for the consideration of busi- 
ness reported from the committee on foreign 
affairs, was vacated. And an order made set- 
ting apart February 8th for that purpose. 

The credentials of Hugh H. Price, as repre- 
sentative from the eighth congressional district 
of Wisconsin to fill the vacancy caused by the 
ceath of his father, were presented and read, 
and Mr. Price appeared at the bar of the house 
and qualified. 

Mr. Taulbee, of Kentrcky, as a privileged 
question, called up the message of the president 
vetoing the bill granting a pension to Carter 
A. Tiller. The pension was granted on the 
ground that Tiller was the dependent father of 
a soldier who died in Anderson##lle prison. 
The veto is based on the president's belief that 
Tiller is neither deserving nor dependent 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, raised a question of 
‘ousideration, but the house decided—yeas 133, 
nays 103—to consider the pension case 

«r some debate the house refused to pass 
il over the veto—yeas 136, nay 115~—not 
a constitutional two-thirds in the aftirmative. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, from the committee 
on agriculture, reported back, without amend- 
ment, the senate bill for the establishmeut of 
agricultural experiment stations. Referred to 
committee of the whole. 

Mir. Norwood, from the committee on naval 
avairs, reported aJjvint resolution authorizing 
luce secretary of the wavy to readvortise flor 
bids for the construction of cruiser No. 1, and 
to contract for its construction for any sum 
which, together with the cost of equipment, 
not includipg armament, shail not exceed 
<1.500,600. Referred to committee of the 
wiicle. , 

Mr. McAdoo, of New Jersey, introduced a bill 
to provide for the manufacture of first class 
modern guns for the navy and seacoast defenses. 
Referred to the committee on military affairs. 
‘Lhe bill appropriates $20,000,000 to be expended 
uider control of the secretaries of the navy and 
of wsr in the construction and mannfacture of 
modcrn first class ordnance for the use of the 
navy and for seacoast fortifications and defenses. 
The two secretaries are directed-to call together 
a board consisting of six persons, two of whom 
shall be civilians, who shall advise with the 
secretaries as tothe quality, kind and number 
of guns that should be immediately manu fac- 
tured. The secretaries are empowered to enter 
into a contract for the manufaeture of these 
guns, ifdeemed best fer the public interest. 
The secretaries are directed to report to each 
session Of congress a full, minute and detailed 
account of every. step taken. It is required 
thatthe guns shall be of American manufac- 
ture. 

Mr. Oates, Alabama, from the committee on 
the revision of laws, called up in the morning 
hour, the bill to prohibit the appointment of 
copgressional committees to attend funerals at 
public expense, outside of the District of Co- 
Jumbia, end also to prohibit the draping of 
public buildings in mourning, except upon or- 
der ofthe president. He said the bill was in- 
ter ded to correct an abuse which had grown 
up from the practice of manifesting what was 
deemed due respect to deceased members. He 
had not been able to ascertain with accuracy 
the amount of expense attending the joint 
committees of the two houses. They varied 
from $1000 toas high as $10,000 and $12,000, 
The prattice was wholly unnecessary as a mark 
of respect, and should be discontinued. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, thought it would 
be well teleave the matter as it stands. There 
had been agood deal of newspaper talk about 
improper caiduct by funeral committees, He 
had never attended one, but he knew gentle- 
men Who haa They were gentlemen of high- 
tone and incajable of misconduct on such oc- 
casions. Themfore he believed that most of 
the articles on mch subjects were lies. 

Mr. Allen, of Nississippi, said that he had oc- 
casion to submit 1ome sensible remarks on this 
subject at last seSjon. Those remarks seemed 
to have taken a very deep hold upon the coun- 
try. His constitueyts had been so deeply im- 
pressed wifh those mmarks that they had re- 
iurned him to the 5h congress without Oppo- 
sition. A short time yfter he arrived at home 
ae of his best friends had come to him and 
Faid : 

“John, old fellow, yo were right in what 
you said about them cngressionual funcrals, 
and your friends here 4] indorse you. You 
tel] them fellows up therethat if you die, you 
dont ask congress to biry you. You have 
plenty of friends here who will take pleasure 
in doing it.” [Laughter. |

But 
for the respect he had for the senate and house 
he could mention some cases which would 
shock the country, of misconduct on the part 
of members of congress while accompanying 
the remains ofa deceased colleague to the 
place of burial. : 

On motion of Mr. Hammond the bill was laid 
uyon the table—119 to 46, 

Mr. Oates then called up the bill authorizing 
the appointment and prescribing compensation 
cfclerksto senators and representatives, but 
the morning hour expired before action was 
taken. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the pleuro-pneumonia bill. 
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ing to forty the number of persons who may 
be employed at one time to carry out the pro- 
visions of the act. Lost—50 to 90. 

Mr. Warner, of Ohio, offered an amendment 
limiting the number to sixty. Agreed to. 

Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, offered an 
amendment profiding that the experts to be 
appointed shall be appointed under the civil 
service rules, which was voted down, but Mr. 
Cutcheon raised a point of no quorum, and 
the committee rose and the house adjourned. 


GOSSIP OF THE CAPITAL. 


The President Cannot Attend the Carnival— 
West End to Have Postal Facilities. 

WASHINGTON, February 2.—The‘ president 
has received an invitation to attend the win- 
ter carnivel, to be held at Montreal next weer 
He declined with thanks. 

A branch of the Atlanta postoffice has been 
established at West End, a suburb of that city, 
with letter boxes and facilities for registration 
and the sale of postal supplies. This order is 
to take effect on March Ist, 1537,

The deputy -sergeant at-arms of the senate 
has been sent to Texas witha list«f twenty- 
five witnesses who are to be subpcemed in con- 
nection with the alieged politial outrage 
which the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions is directed to investigate. 


VIRGINIA COUPONS. 


Judge Bond Decides Certain Actiof Virginia 
Unconstitutional. 

BALTIMORE, February 2.—Judge Bond, sit- 
ting this afternoon as judge of the United 
States district court of eastern Virginia, heard 
aninteresting habeas corpas case, involving 
the constitutionality of the Virginia coupon 
acts of 1885-86. The case was on a petition of 
Richard L. Fitzgerald, salesman for Austin, 
Fields & Co, shoe deaiers of Philadelphia. 
The firm on December 1, 1836, deposited wit 
C. Greerhow, treasurer of Richmond's $99 in 
Virginia coupons and $1.75 in money for the 
purpose of obtaining license to sell goods by 
sample in Virginia. Fitzgerald was arrested 
in Newbern, Pulaski county, Va., on January 
25th, last, on the charge of selling goods 
without license, the treasurer having refased to 
accept the coupons in payment of license as the 
act states,’ thatt coupons so offered must be 
accompanied by the same value in money to be 
held by the treasurer until the coupons are as- 
certained to be genuine. Judge Bond{discharg- 
ed Fitzgerald and giving his opinion said: That 
the acts of Virginia of 1885 and 18536 constitute 
one law, although passed at different times, 
and that they are unconstitutional, as they 
impair coupon act, which provides that coup- 
ops shall be received forall state dues and 
boacs. Virginia, Judge Bond SAYS, 
“hes made the coupons as much legal 
tender as the greenback, and a party offering 
them could not be called upon to prove their 
genuineness by a depositiof collateral. Attor- 
ney General Ayes, of Richmond, who repre- 
scnts the state of Virginia, asked for an appeal, 
which was granted. E, C. Sherwood, sales- 
man, of the Spencer Optical manufacturing 
company, of New York, was arrested and re- 
leased on bail in Richmond on a similar charge 
a short time ago, was present,and by consent 
of counsel, was made party to the petition. 


WESTERN UNION CONTROLS IT. 


The Southern Telegraph Bought in the In- 
terest of the Great Corporation. 

New York, February 2.—The Southern 
telegraph company, which was sold under fore- 
closure proceedings at Richmond, Va., Tues- 
day, was bought in the interest of the Westera 
Union telegraph company, which has owned a 
majority ofthe bonds for nearly a year. The 
price at which the property was 
sold was $460,000, but the price 
woud have been carried considerably higher, 
it is said, if the United Lines company, whose 
last bid was $450,000, had continued the con- 
tesi. The acquisition of actual control does 
notaffect the relations of the companies, be- 
cause a contract was made between them even 
before the Western Union bought a majority 
of the bonds. Since that time the contract has 
been altered to meet the wishes of the Western 
Unio. company, which was known t) be 
the artual owner of the property. The sale 
now gives the company legal ownership. 


BURNED WITH ELECTRICITY. 


Fire Boxes of Louisville Destroyed by the 
Crossing of Wires. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., February 2.—The lines of 
the Brush Electric Light company. during the 
heavy rain last night, became‘crossed with 
those of the fire alarm system of this city, and 
almost every box on Main street was burned 
out. In consequence, the main business por- 
tien of the city is left temporarily unprotect- 
ed. Had it not been for the presence of mind 
and quick work of the chief operator ia signal- 
ing the tower, the damage which is estimated 
et 57,000, would have been much greater, 
When the flames, which darted from the 
switchboard, discovered to him the cause, he 
hastily threw a large ledger in the room upon 
the switchboard, and, standing upon it, cut 
off the loops in time to save the remaining 
portion of the system. 


SENTENCING A STRIKER 


For Beating a Man Who Had Taken the 
Position He Vacated. 

PHILADELPBIA, February 2.—One of the 
drivers cf a brewery wagon, who took a strik- 
er's place, was brutally beaten by three strik- 
o1s, who were placed on trial today. Ouly one 
was identified and convicted. In passing sen- 
tence Judge Mitchell said: 

‘This man was badly beaten, and I am satis- 
fied that it was done forthe purpose of pre- 
venting him from going to work. There can 
be no more aggravated offence than to beata 
man who is going to his honest toil, and I pro- 
pose to stop it, so far as it is in my power.” 

The prisoner was then sentenced to eighteen 
nonths at labor in the county prison. 


Sales of Tobacco. 

DANVILLE, Va., February 2.—The sales of 
leaf tobaceo for the month of January were 
1,204,159 pounds, at an average of $10.25 per 
hundred. Sales for the preceding month were 
$1,621,7.9 pounds, at an average of $3.30. To- 
tal sales~ since October first were 5,497,559 
pounds at an average of $8.80 per hundred.

LARGE PILES OF FREIGHT ACCU- 
MULATING. 


The Great New York Strike -Steamships Delayed on 
_ Account of Not Receiving Their Cargoes—W ork 
Almost Suspended at Several Delivery 
Piers—Oxrher Labor News, Etc., Etc. 


New York, February 2.—The streets along 
the river front this merning presented a Sun- 
day-like appearance. Instead of the daily rush 
of vehicles of all kinds in every. direction 
there were only a few trucks and horse cars to 
be seen here and there. A majority of the big 
railroad freight receiving and delivery piers 
were clored, and work was almost suspended. 
An exception was in case of pier five, Pennsyl- 
vania, where a dozen men were put to work 
this morning by Agent Bowman. The men 
seemed lost around huge piles of freight that 
were stacked all over the bulk-head. One pair 
of gates that were open on the dock were 
guarded by police officers. Piers, one and sia- 
teen of the same road were closed, and at pier 
two, Lehigh Valley road, the gates were closed 
and no freight offered. 

_At the New York Central and Hudson river 
pier, agents said they were receiving all the 
freight that was ofiered. There had been 
trouble with the men. The men at work were 
Italians. The New York, Lake Erie and 
Western railroad pier had a few men at work, 
but at the office of the agent it was stated that 
they were taking and delivering all freight 
that was offered. 

At Starin pier, where freight of the Delaware 
and Lackawanna is handled, there were many 
policemen on duty, as there were Italians hand- 
ling freight. Two solitary trucks stood at the 
delivery platform. The superintendent said 
they had all the men they wanted. There wa; 
plenty of help on Boston and Providence pier, 
but boats of the company were not ranning 
and freight was light. The Stonington line 
bad men at work. The boat Nashua was laid 
alongside the pier, but no work was being done 
on her. 

The dock of the New York Central railroad 
was almost deserted but for a few men at work 
onthe float that haz been at Buckhead for 
some time past. The men were a partofa 
gang of Italians brcught down on a barge yes- 
terday on the Metropolitan line to Boston and 
wat moving freight, but there was very little 
to handle. The Arizona and Guoin line, ar- 
rived this morning and the men will be put to 
work to discharge and Joad her cargo in time 
for next sailing day, Tuesday. The Wyoming, 
the agent said, would sail today. The Eldo- 
rado, of the Morgan line, arrived’ last night 
and anchored in mid stream. As soon as the 
EJpeso and New York steamers are unloaded, 
the Eldorado will be brought to the dock. The 
E}paso is almost discharged. 

The situation in Brooklyn is unchanged. 
Matters are very quiet. The, Italian laborers 
who fill places of the strikers are unmolested. 
Police are guarding the piers. Evening papers 
say the Cromwell steamer “Hudson” is being 
rapidly unloaded and will be loaded and sail at 
her regular hour on Saturday. The Mallory 
line ‘s getting along as well as usual, and the 
pew men will soon do as well as the old ones 
did. At all of the ocean steamship lines work 
was solng forward expeditiously and agents 
sey bat they are turning away applicants for 
work. All steamers will leave on time. The 
Moran line of steamers is the only exception. 
0 freight wasrecejved at the piers of this 
gmpany this morning and its piers ave block- 
ged with freight, which is being slowly gotten 
at of the way. 

A non-union longshoreman, named William 
wee, employed by the Savanuah line, was badly 
leaten by the strikers last night and is in a 
dangerous condition. 2 

Today a Spanish cigar manufacturer, named 
XKigues, was walking with oneof his workmen 
sear the Savannah line pier, when the strikers 
issaulted both men. Xiques’s nose was broken, 
vhen he managed to say he wasn’t looking for 
work, and his assailants apologized. Mean- 
‘ime his companion ran and was caught by the 
strikers and badly beaten, until rescued by the 
selice. Several men working on the Savannah 
vier were beaten. today and yesterday in the 
very presence of the police, and complaint has 
been lodged with the police saperintendent of 
the negligence of his oflicers.

Resolved, That we, representatives of the com- 
bined districts of Knights of Labor of New York, 
New Jersey and Connecticut, extend to our broth- 
ers and ccmrades our heartfelt sympathy and 
moral support, and, if necessary, pledge to the 
fullest extent of our ability and financial aid. 

A large crowd of striking longshoremen in 
Jcrsey City this morning, intercepted a party 
of about fifty men going to work on the dock 
of the Thingvalla steamship line, and used 
them up so badly that only twenty-eight 
reached the dock. The strikers were not 
troubled by the police. An attempt 
was also made by the © striking. coal 
bandlers to drive away new men unloading 
coal at the foot of Newark street, Hoboken, for 
the Hoboken Ferry company. The police dis- 
persed the strikers before they had time to in- 
jure any one. Work was resumed by 
new men under police protec- 
tion. Between five and six: hundred 
freight handlers in Jersey City, in the employ 
of the Pennsylvania railroad, struck today in 
syuipathy with their brethren onthe New 
York side. Owing tothe strikes, the Devoe 
Manufacturing company, oil refining, at Long 
Island City, were compelled to shujdown their 
entire works today, throwiog between 300 and 
400 persons out of employment. 

The strikers at the coal docks at South 
Amboy, N. J., have induced storekeepers to 
borcott the Pennsylvania railroad company by 
threatening to boycott them if they sold goods 
to that corporation. The superintendent be- 
ing unable to buy suppliesfor the new men 
and special officers guarding them, now pur- 
chases meats and groceries at Camden.

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A MOB’S BRUTALITY. 


A Negro Rapist Dragged Over the Frozen 
Ground Untill Dead. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan , February 2.—Richard 
Woods, an eighieen-year-old , 
here yy a mob, for assault on Eddieman, 
the fifteen-year-old adopted daughter of Mr. 
F. M. Starnes, of Buffalo township. When 
captured and accused of the crime Woods 
stoutly maintained his innocence. However, 
seeing a mob approaching the house where he 
was confined, he confessed. He was given a 
preliminary examination before Squire Cun- 
ningham, and sent to jail here. is guards, 
fearing mob vengeance, secreted him and qui- 
etly conveyed him to the county jail. 

Aslo’clock passed and no demonstration 
was made, all extras except tha, regular jail 
guard departed, andeven he lay down and 
went tosleep, taking the precaution to hide 
the keys. About 2:30 Jailer Fitzmaurice was 
aroused by arapatthe door,and in answer 
to a question as to whe was there, he was 
told a prisoner. This being nothing unusual, 
he arose and started to dress, when the rap- 
pings became louder, and just as he reached 
the corrider ashower of heavy blows were 
rained on the dgor, which came in with acrash, 
and the jailer eld a masked mob, who de- 
manded the negro Wood. 

He tried to parley with the mob, bat they 
would brook no delay, and the jailer produced 
the keys, and, unlocking the jail, he called, 
“Wood, come out,” The black fiend stepped 
from his cell, and as he did so, he was grasped 
by a couple of men, whom he threw from him 
and enceavored to re-enter the cell; but there 
were tco many for him, and he was carried 
bodily from the corridor, Just then the click 
of a revolver was heard, but the leader’s com- 
mand, “No shooting in here.” was obeyed, and 
Woods was taken outside. Here a rope was 
thrown over his head, g@d the party mounted 
and started south. 

A block from the jail Wood fell on his back, 
being unable to keep up with the procession, 
and was dragged along, parts of his clothing, 
torn from him by the sharp frozen clods, mark- 
ing plainly his route. At Arch street the cay- 
aleade turned west, and at Fifth, again south. 
This corner was turned sharply and the negro’s 
head struck a guard post, making an ugly 
wound. He was soon extricated, and at Pros- 
pect street the party again went west, drop- 
ping the body between Third and Fourth ave- 
nues, directly in front ofa house where lived 
an aunt of Wood. Whether this was inten: 
tional or not can not be said. As the morning 
light dawned upon the scene nothing wa3 visi- 
ble except the nude body of the fiend, a mute 
witness to the vengeance of an outraged com- 
munity. 


FOR HIS CHILDREN’S SAKE, 


Dr. Ford Enters a Plea of Guilty to Suppress 
Facts Being Disclosed. 

NEW ORLEANS, February 2.—The case of the 
state vs. Dr. T. J. Ford, of Shreveport, who 
killed J.C, Kirkpatrick, a native of Carters- 
ville, Ga., on Crescent Hill, in this city last 
November, was called for trial today. Ford’s 
attorney announced that his client withdrew 
his former plea of not guilty, and desired to 
plead guilty of manslaughter. He said the ac- 
cused, a gentleman by nature, education and 
habit, slew the deceased for interference in his 
domestic relatious. He attempts no denial of 
the faet, but declines to protect himself by a 
defense, which would expose to public censare 
the mother of his children. 

District Attorney Adams then stated that he 
had been aware for some time that the accnsed 
weuld plead guilty of manslaughter, and he 
bad medc up his mind leng ago.to accept it. 
He considered the crime murder, bat public 
sentiment said the contrary, anfl he thought 
that if the case came to trial it would result in 
nothing more than conviction of manslaughter. 
He therefore accey t.d tie plea Judge Rowan 
r-manded the prisoner for sentence. The pon- 
slty for manslaughter is imprisonment for not 
less than five nor more than twenty years at 


hard labor. 


SHOOTING AT A JUDGE. 


An Unkrown Man Attempts to Kill a Ciacin- 
nati Official. 

CINCINNATI, O., February 2.—A bold at- 
tempt was made last night to assassinate Judge 
James W. Fitzgerald, of the police court, at his 
residence on Findlay street. About nine 
o’clock in the evening the side bell of the

He had no more than opened the 
door, than a man whose faze was blackened, 
but whose hands were white, fired a revolver, 
the bullet passing through the jadge’s coat on 
the right side, but not entering the flesh.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 2.—The sen- 
ate at twelve o'clock proceeded to the hall of 
the house and the sixteenth ballot was begun. 
The roll call of the senate developed nothing, 
and the call of the house proceeded without 
interruption until the name of Robinson, labor 
member, with democratic proclivities, was 
reached, when that gentleman rose and made 
a statement of the agreement entered into by 
himself and Gates, Glover and Mackey, to se- 
cure the election of Alen. He added that he 
was now convinced that it was hopeless to en- 
deavor to elect as senator any man not a mem- 
ber of one of the two great parties, and as hig 
constituents were urgent in their demands, he 
decided to cast his ballot for David Turpie. 

This announcement was greeted with wild 
and enthusiastic cheers from the democrats. 
Gates, Glover and Mackey, republitan labor 
members, then made brief explanations, and 
cast their ballots for Harrison, the vote stand- 
ing Turpie 76, Harrison 71. In the senate, 
Turpie received 32 and Harrison 18. In-the 
house, Turpie 44, and Harrison 56. 

Immediately on the termination of the call 
ofthe house roll, Speaker Sayre announced 
that there was no election, and passed the 
figures to President Smith, of the senate, 
whose privilege it is, under agreement, 
to announce the total vote, and he at 
once called out that David Turpie 
had been elected senator of the United Sta 
to serve six years from the 4th of March next, 
Speaker Sayre declared that President Smith 
was an usurper and had no right to make such 
an announcement as president of the joint con- 
vention but;the speakers’ remarks were unheed- 
ed and the announcement made 
as above. All protests against 
the votes of members as recorded on the day 
joint balloting begun, under the compromise 
agreement, apply to the ballot taken today— 
the sixteenth and last of the series. After the 
announcement of the vote, Gardiner, republi- 
can, moved that the joint convention adjourn 
until noon tomorrow. 

Speaker Sayre put the motion and declared 
it cairied. What further action, if any, in the 
interest of Senator Harrison, will be taken by 
the republicans, has not yet been made known. 
It is understood, although not authoritatively 
announced, that the republican members will 
hold a joint convention tomorrow, and cast 
their ballots for Harrison, thus making upa 
formal case for presentment to the United 
States senate.

Whipped Whith Switches Until He Fainted—Mr 
Trotter Reformed by Seventy-five Lashes- Wo- 
men Cruelly Puutshed for Their Sins— 
Sometiing Like Kukiux Again. 
A 


CHICAGO, January 31.—From time to time 
reports have reached Chicago of the Jawless 
proceedings of a band of masked men, who, 
it was eaid, were raiding Crawford, Harrison 
and Orange counties, in the southern part of 
Indiana, dragging citizens from their beds, and, 
under cover of the night, tying them to trees 
and flogging them within an inch of their 
lives. So many outrages of this kind have 
occurred recently that a reporter was detailed 
to visit the lawless region and get at the inside 
facts. 

The last midnight whipping occurred at Ma- 
repgo, a village of less than 500 inhabitants, 
that spreads over a good deal of territory iu 
the northwest corner of Crawford county. 
Among tke most persistent saloon patrons in 
Marengo is Joe Williams, a big, powerful fel- 
low. Williams was the last person whom the 
regulators visited. He was formerly a farm2r 
in the southern part of the county, but sol4 his 
farm a year ago, and has since devoted his 
entire time to gettiug drunk and squandering 
his money. Recently he brought his family to 
Marengo and put them in a small shanty of 
two rooms. Nearly every day he got drank, 
ard his wife and three children might have 
starved had she not managed to sez:eie a smi!! 
amount of money before he could run through 
with the entire preceeds of the farm. 

Sever.] times he received anonymous letters 
warning him to go to work and provide for his 
fsmily. but he laughed at them. One day last 
week he found the money that his wife had 
hid aWay, and wént to a neighboring village, 
where he spent it in a drunken carougal. 
When the last cent was squandered he re- 
turned home, b gged forgiveness, and prom- 
ised his wife that he would never touch an- 
other dr p. 

That night, when all were fastasleep, ten 
masked men went quietly up to the shanty 
and hurst in the front deor with a scantling. 
WilLiaus jumped from his bed and planted his 
fists equarely in the face of the first man who 
entered. An instant later he was overpowered, 
and was dragged out of doors, across the rail- 
road t:aek,and up the hill, his perseentors 
pounding him with sticks and stones at every 
step. The night was very cold, and. the cut- 

ing north wind that whistled across the bot- 
toms made his sufferings more intense, for he 
had nothing on but his underclothing, aud this 
was torn from bis body as he was dragged over 
the ice and snow. 

Back of the depot a big walnut tree grows on 
a steep hill. It bas become famous in the vil- 
lage as the regulation whipping post. To this 
tree the struggJing man was quickly drigzed. 
our powerful men twisted his arms around 
the tunk and held him fast. This is called 
hugging the tree.. When these preparations 
were completed a big man, who was addressed 
by the leader as “No.1, stepped out from the 
circle with a bunch of hickory switches in his 
band. Each of thse switces was about four 
feet in length, about the size of a Man's finger 
at the little end, and about two inches in dia- 
meter at the butt. 

“No. 1” selected a switch, raised it in the air, 
and then brought it down with all his might 
upon the back of the victim. Williams shrieked 
in vain for mercy, and his piercing ¢ries re- 
sounded throughout the neighborhood. Many 
persons stood at the windows and wi'nessed 
the torture to which the agonized wretch was 
subjected, but ne one dared to interfere, Biow 
aiter blow was rained down upon his naked 
body, each cutting deep into the flesh and 
drawing streams of blood. . 

When “No. 1” became exhausted, “No. 2” 
took his place, and so on until the victim 
swooned. Then he was released, and left 
scuseless on the hillside, the floggers moving 
away and disappearing in the darkness. Will- 
iams’s wife witnessed the whipping, and as soon 
as she thought it was safe; went to her hus- 
band, restored him to cousciousness and helped 
him back home. He has not been out of the 
house since. . 

A few nights before Williams was whipped 


once owned a farm in the county, but sold it 
two years ago and moved to Marengo with his 
wife and three childron. He is a carpenter by 
trace, and built himself a house, which hesold 
before it was completed, and invested the 
money in a drug store, whichis there another 
name fora tumshop. Fora while he pros- 
perrd, but soon got to drinking heavily, 
and finaliv became a confirmed opium eater. 
Mrs. T:otter has done washing for her neigh- 
bors, and some of the more charitable ones 
bave sent in provisions fur herself and the 
chiudren. Two weeks ago Trotter got a 
chance to seil the house and tried to force his 
wile to consent. She refused, and after abus- 
ing her cruelly he packed up his clothing and 
went to the depot, intending to take the night 
train fir St. Louis. 

He did not get achance. A few minutes be- 
fore the train was duc, a body of masked mex 
cnutered the depot, seized Trotter and dragged 
bim to a tree, when they gave him seventy-five 
lashes, His punishment was not so sevare, as 
his clothing was not removed, but it was sufli- 
cient to cause him to turn back home. He is 
now at work, and his wife says that he has not 
only stopped drinking, but that he has suddenly 
become greatly attached to his family, treating 
them with marked kindness and affection. She 
has great hopes for the future. The next day 
the reporter visited Leavenworth, the county 
seat, ‘asewel], Milltown ani Riceville, ali 
small villeges in the vicinity of Marengo. 
ach one of them has been frequently visited 
Ly the whip-ups, and many oftheir citizens 
ure wearing the marks received while hugging 
a tree. 

The regulators, whocall themselves White 
Caps. came into existence about twelve years 
ege. Noone appears to Know who they are, 
aud few have suflicient courage to find out. 
Curicus persons have been severely punished 
for trying to peneirate the mysteries of this 
secret organization. Some years ago the gov- 
ernor offered a reward of $1,000 for the arrest 
and conviction of the White Caps. Stimulated 
by the offer, detectives went prying about the 
country, butafter several ofthem had been 
made to hug atreethey gave up the search. 
So far asknown only one member of the or- 
ganization wasever identified, and that was 
not until after he was killed. That wes in 
Harrison county, about six years ago. 

About four years ago, Mrs. Ann Wible, the 
wite of a farmer, was terribly flogged. She was 
confined to her bed for several weeks after re- 
ceiving the punishment, and as soon as she 
was able to get out she brought suits for dam- 
ages against several of her neighbors, but was 
unable to prove that they were among the 
White Caps. 

The most reeent punishment of a woman at 
the hands of the regulators occurred a few 
miles from English, about four months ago. 
She was suspected of gross immorality, and 
was Gragged from her house at midnight. Her 
companion, named Bostwick, was taken to a 
tree and flogged. She was not whipped, but 
was roughly handled.

The illustrious doctor’s dilemma is certainly 
an unpleasant one, emphasizing, as it does, 
both hisown honesty, and the contemptible 
prejudice and bigotry of English medical men.

THERE are at present five candidates for 
the democratic nomination for the governor- 
ship of Kentncky, Colonel A. S. Berry, 
General Buckner, Judge G. A.C. Holt, State 
Senator John G. Harris and Colonel Tom 
Hines, The counties of the state elect del- 
egates to the convention on the 23rdof April, 
and between now and then the gubernatorial 
aspirants will stump the state. There 
will probably be four tickets in the field 
democratic, republican, prohibitionist and 
labor.

The British have none, but they have 
complete ,control of the navigation of the 
st. Lawrence, at least. as far as King- 
ston,. and they possesses just lil gun- 
boats that can navigate it. The St. Lawrence and 
the Welland canal afford ample opportunity for 
reaching the lakes, To be swe there arenumerons 
rapids, so that today a vessel drawing 12 feet can 
pass through, and by the opening of navigation 
this will be increased to 14 feet yorty-eight hours 
after the declaration of warit wou'd be too late 
forustomakeamove. The big British ironclads 
would take possession of the entrance to the St 
Lawrence and keep us away, while their light gun- 
would swarm into the lakes; and, as I said, 
they have 11] that could get there. Don’t ‘you 
know that the British keep a number of these ves- 
ccls in the vicinity of Burmuda to be handy in case 
of necersity? When the fisheries trouble first 
arose six of these vessels were ordered up to New 
Brunswick.

A Sample Free Trade Proposition. 

In response to a correspondent who wants 
the tobacco tax repealed, the Courier-Jour- 
nal says,in effect, that it would be very poor 
policy in view of the fact that there is a pro- 
tective tax on pig iron, What Brother Wat- 
terson wants is to keep up thetax on whisky 
and tobacco and strike off the duty on for- 
eign pig iron. This he says, would be a great 
boom to the whole country because if would 
make pig iron cheaper. 

Well, the facts in regard to this business 
are very Simple. The Courier-Journal an- 
nounced*the other day that a cargo of foreign 
pig iron had arrived in this country, and 
those who read the newspapers know that 
British pig iron is constantly brought to this 
country. This can have but one meaniag, 
namely, that foreign pig iron can be mice 
at rates low enough to pay the duty in this 
country and still be sold at a profit. 

Under these circumstances, to abolish the 
tariff on this product would be to abolish the 
product itsel{so far as American made pig 
iron is concerned, American furnaces are 
able to compete with each other, but they 
cannot compete with British farnaces. The 
south’ has advantages in the way of pig iron 
manufacture that are not enjoyed at the 
north, but inthe face of foreign competition 
not a southern furnace would survive. The 
result would be that when the American iron 
interests were destroyed by foreign competi- 
tion, iron would be but very little cheaper 
than it is now—so that the country, for the 
sake of carrying out a free trade whim, would 
have the felicity of beholding its own mater- 
ial resources running to waste, millions of 
dollars of home capital absolutely thrown 
away, and thousands of laboring men out of 
employment, to say nothing of the thousand 
and one interests that are developed with 
the cevelopment of our-iron production. 

Such a spectacle as this would please no 
one but the free trade cranks, and they, we 
are glad tosay, will never behold it, even 
though they should live to be as old as Me- 
thuselah. We do not believe that even the 
southern congressmen who have, without re- 
flection, attached themselves to Mr. Morri- 
son’s coat-tails, would vote to destroy the 
iron interests of the south. Millions of dol- 
lars of southern capital have been invested 
in this industry during the past two years, 
and this fact has given an impetus to all 
other interests. Brother Watterson may 
abuse the ‘‘boom,’’ but he cannot turn Drit- 
ish pig iron loose in this country. 

5 Why We Die. 

The bill introduced by Congressman Daun- 
12m, making it unlawful to import adulter- 
ated or unwholesome food, or liquors mixed 
with any poisonous or noxious chemical 
diug, or other ingredient injurious to health, 
is a step in the right direction. We need, 
moreover, eflicient laws to prevent the 
adulteration of food and liquors at home. 

At present we are poisoned by wholesale, 
The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazetie says: 

There are more people killed or disabled by ex- 
cessive eating and unwholesome food than by 
drink. Far more people fall by reason of the use 
of adulterated liquors than from the effect of pure 
liquor. In other words, the evils resulting from 
the use ef intoxicating liquors are largely trace- 
able to the work of the adulterator. There is in 
Ohio a law providing for the inspection of liquors 
which, if rigidly enforced, would cause two thirds 
of the liquors on hand at any time within the state 
to be thrown into the river. If the methods were 
harmless it would not be so bad. {It would 
not make much difference, in fact; but in most 
cases poisonous compounds are used, which 
prove destructive of health, and ultimately of 
life. 

In regard to food, it is true that almost every 
article that can be adulterated profitably is mani- 
pulated. Pure sugar is an exception to the rule, 
and kidney troubles, which so largely prevail, are 
due to a great extent to the acids used in refining. 
Flour made from the chippings of soapstone is 
used in the ordinary grades of sugar to make it 
weigh. This, of course, once in the sugar, gets 
into the stomach more or less. It will not dissolve 
in liquids, but sugar is used in pastry and other 
ways, where its impurity cannot so easily be 
dctected as when taken in tea or coffee. Neariy 
all the candy sold is adulter@ted, and very largely 
poisoned. Such fa thing as pure syrup is hardly 
known, aud people who are fond of it in connec- 


_tion with hot cakes, should bear in mind that they 
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are taking poison almost every time. Even New 
Orleans molasses is not free from poison, and as 
for maple syrup, it is not to be had to any extent. 
The product of the bee is also manufactured. 'So- 
called honey is sold inwhat would seem to be the 
Original comb, but there is barely enough houey 
used to flavor the bogus article. It is well known 
that tea is adulterated. Coffee also, though not to 
the same extent as tea. Adulterated lard and 
butter are now among the common things in 
market. The ingenuity of man is taxed for the 
sake of gain to adulterate as far as possible every- 
thing that enters into the human stomach. 

For several years THE ConSTITULrION has 
kept these points before the public, and 
urged our lawmakers to enact the necessary 
laws for the protection of the people. The 
law protects us from all sorts of frauds, ex- 
cept frauds upon the stomach. The man 
who counterfeits money is sent to the pen- 
itentiary, but the scoundrel who counter- 
feits food and drink is allowed to go 
free. + 
It may be a difficult subject to deal with, 
but when human life is at stake we cannot 
afford to stand back. The poisoning of our 
people should be made a crime, and the 
state and federal governments should leave 
nothing undone for the detection and pun- 
ishment of the criminals.

to unmask the invaders. After the trial the 
Curtins were boycotted. The girls were even 
hooted at by mobs as they went to church, and 
had tobe guarded by forty policemen. The 
boycotting was continued until it became un- 
endurable, and at last the Curtins have moved.

“Mr. B. wasthe founder of the famous Boddle- 
popster Institue, and for some years preceding his 
death suffered severely from asoft corn, which has 
probably done as much for agriculture as any 
similar concern in the foothills of our state. In 
1863 be was elected an honorary member of the 
Society for the Prevention of Humanity to Mon- 
golians, and but forthe loss of an eye in carrying 
out its principles, would have been one of the 
handsomest whites that ever resided among us, 
There is little doubt that he might have aspired to 
any office in the giftof the people, so universal 
was the esteem in which he was held. He was in- 
duced to associate himself with the Rey. ——, and 
though he speedly withdrew from the firm, he 
was never wholly able to eradicate the disgrace 
from his constitution, and it finally carried him to 
the grave. His last woras, as ne was snuifed ont, 
were characteristic of the man. He remarked: 
‘Fetch mea catnip tea!’ The catnip consolation 
arrived too late to be of any use, he had gone to 
the devil. Farewell, noble heart, pure soul, 
bright intellect! We shall meet again.’’

Comment of the Berlin Newspapers on the 
Post’s Article, 

BERLIN, February 2.—It is semi-oflicialiy 
stated hat a complete entente has been reached 
by Prussia and the vatican on questions of 
church and state, cementing the relations be- 
tween the government and the curia.

1875, headed, ** War in 
Sight,” was disavowed by ~- Bismarck in the 
reichstag. The Freizienader declares that the 
article was especially designed to play upon 
the fears of German electors. The National 
reproduces it without criticism, beyond affirin- 
ing that Germany continues a solid rampart 
fcr European peace, and that, in rightly judg- 
Ing the situation, it is necessary to recall the 
words of Bismarck that Germany would not 
take the responsibility of attacking France.

NEW FINDS AT POMPEIL 


A Street of Tombs and Their Interesting 
Contents. 
Naples Letter to the London Daily News. 

In the year 1720 the digging of a well re- 
vealed the existence of the ancient city of 
Herculaneum beneath the modern towns of 
Resina and Portici. The same operation ou 
the part of the owner of a vineyard situated 
some distance to the east of the amphitheatre 
of Pompeii led to the discovery, about six 
weeks ago, of a street of tombs running in a 
direct line from Pompeii to Nocera. Taking 
advantage of the visit of an arceologica! 
friend of mine, who had just returned froma 
scientific tour to Pergamon, I yesterday ac- 
companied him and Professor Sagliano, direc: 
tor of the excavations, to visit the newly di:- 
covered ruins. 

The little space at present dug out has 
brought to light, deep below the surface of the 
ground, a tolerably wide and well made anciznt 
road, of a kind of m construction, 
slightly arched in the center so as to allow the 
rain water torun off, and with a low earthy 
bank on either side, on the top of which are 
the seven tombs recently excavated, four on 
one side and three onthe other. This road 
runs nearly due east in the direction from 
Pompeii to Nocera, the portion now excavated 
lying about 1,000 feet from the Pompziian am- 
phiteater, and it is supposed that when it is all 
excavated back to Pompeii a city gate will be 
found at its commencement. It is also 
not improbable that near the city 
it will be found tobe paved with lava, like 
the celebrated street of Tombs on the western 
side. Should the whole be found tobe as 
closely lined with tombs as is the portion laid 
bare, it will be one one of the most important 
discoveries lately madein this partof the 
world. Unforiuoately money is wanting and 
the excavation is goingon but slowly. The 
ancient level of the street being here very low, 
the road is first covered to the depth of ten or 
fifteen feet with pumice stones ejected from 
Vesuvius during the great eruption of 1872. 
Then comes a thin layer of ashes; then again a 
stratum of pumice about ten inches thick, an- 
other thin line of ashes, and overall earth 
several feet deep. Just below this up- 
per earth were found seven large statues, which 
had evidently surmounted the tombs beneath. 
On the road itself can be seen the slight de- 
pressions or ruts caused by the wheels of pass- 
ing vehicles, The tombs are erected in a 
straight line on either side, and where one is 
set rather back it hasa low stone balustrade, 
which keeps the line and extends beyond the 
tomb, probably inclosing a space purchased for 
subsequent tombs, and then the next tomb is 
again built forward on the original line. Thus 
this little portion of excavated street has a 
ncat and symmetrical appearance. The four 
best preserved tombs lie on the north side of 
the road, and are pretty much of the same 
general size, though each has a different ar- 
rangement of architecture. They are separat- 
ed from each other by about a foot and a half: 
they are all built of alternate layers of brick 
and lime, and covered with stucco, while some 
of the pillars and pilasters are of tuffstone, 
with Corinthian or Ioniccapitals. Some of the 
tombs have a vault beneath, and all are divided 
with niches for the reception of the cinerary 
urns, They very much remind one of the lit- 
tle chapels in amodern Catholic cemetery, such 
as the Naples Campo Santo. The first.tomb ex- 
cavated, being the one nearest to Pompeii on 
the north side of the road, is covered with rude 
inscriptions painted in red, one of which is 
notable; itisan advertisement apprising the 
passers-by that a runaway horse has been found 
of such a size and color, and tiat the owner 
may have it by applying to a 
smith from Nocera, at the bridge over the 
Saino,toward Stabin. In fact, such inscrip- 
tions are found on all the tombs, which have 
evidently served as a public newspaper on the 
thickly frequented road. There are besides 
many graphites. One person has scratched his 
name with the word “Remember” beneath. 
In one the Jetter V is very interesting, from 
the fact that itis marked with adotin the 
fork of the V, which isa reminiscence of the 
Ogcan character, causing the v to be pro- 
nounced more like o, Nearly all the rudely 
traced inscriptions (which of course have noth- 
ing to do with the true inscriptions on marble 
slabs that denote the name and qualities of 
the deceased) relate to Nocera, showing 
the influence of that ueighboring town on 
Pompeii. One of the marble inscriptions gives 
to Nocera the surname of Constantia, in rela- 
tien to its faithfulmess—a surname, I believe, 
seen here in this comnection for the first time. 
One of tha tombs had been surmounted on its 
four corners with stone pineapples, interesting 
as suggestive of this style of decoratiou as no- 
ticecd in the immense single pineapple said to 
have crowned Hadrian’s tomb in Rome. It is 
curious that in the niches of one of the tombs 
stands two small neadstones instead of urns. 

The statues, cinerary urns, loose marble tab- 
lets, skulls and bones have been deposited in 
the room of a country cottage hard by, all ex- 
eept one statue, which lies prone on the ground 
near the excavation, and _ serves, by a 
string passed round its neck, to hold. fast the 
end of a ragged canvas stretched on a small 
tree as a shelter from the sun—a menial office 
to which, no doubt, the man who was of suffi- 
cient oonsideration to have a statue never 
dreamed that his effigy would be degraded. 
The full length statues are all portraits, and 
evidently very good ones, for each of the faces 
is highly characteristic. One elderly male 
figure has a fine head and the mouth of an 
orator ; another is a handseme young man of 
Grecian type; one is a dignifiel old woman, 
giave with years and honors, with deep lines 
at the corners of the very peculiar and 
firmly pressed lips, and a style of dressing 
the hair which reminds one of the statues of 
Livia. Then there are, besides, a middle-aged 
and a young woman, of smoother counte- 
nances, the latter with small, rather pointed 
and pinched features. On the hair of one of 
the male statues there are traces of color, and 
as the figures are sculptured rather roughly in 
stone, the style resembling that of Capua, it is 
possible that the whole figure was once covered 
with paint. I forgot to say that all the tombs 
found are those of freedmen. 

Ranged in the recess of a wall of the room or 
lying on the ground were several skuils, one of 
magnificent size and breadth. One had still a 
coin, thick with verdigris, stuck between its 
teeth, while in another from some cause or 
other, the whole jaw and lower part of the 
skull were destroyed, and the cavity 
filled with hardened ashes, in 
which, about where the throat would have 
been, stuck a coin. A few cinerary urns and 
amphora of terra cotta have been also found ; 
one of the former double, with a lid farnished 
with a pipe through which to pour libations. 
The exact period of these tombs, the details of 
the inscriptions, etc., have not yet been scien- 
tifically ascertrined, but my friend told me 
that they are probably of the periods of Julius 
Cesarand Tiberious. It is very likely that 
when this street of tombs is excavated back to 
Pompeii, older and perhaps more sumptuors 
tombs will be found, it being generally, though 
not always, the case that the erecting of tombs 
is begun close to the city, and extended farther 
into the country as occasion requires.

Franke. 

Mr. Franke had been bothered with nexn- 
ralgia of the face for some time past, and upon 
the last day of his life he suffered intensely, 
Neuralgia had bothered the gentleman a long 
time, and upon many occasions had been so 
severe that he wascompelled to take something 
to lighten the pain. Being 

AFRAID TO RESORT TO MORPHINE, 
Mr. Franke frequently drank enough liquor to 
deaden the intense pain when the an was 
at its worst. However, when not suffering 
from neuralgia Mr. Franke never touched 
liquor and gave his entire time to his 
busines and family. Monday night 
he was engaged at his lace of 
business until late, and in going tothe Kimball 
house caught a severe cold. With the cold the 
neuralgia returned, and during the latter part 
of Monday night. Mr. Franke was almost 
crazed, Tuesday morning he found some re- 
lief in 
A GOOD STRONG DRINK, 
and after breakfast went to his 
place of business, All through the day he suf- 
fered, and when night came, there was little 
prospect for sleep, so acute were the pains, Dar- 
ing the morning, he took several drinks, but 
not enough to put him under the influence 
of the liquor, and about 11 o’clock weat 
to his room. Mrs. Franke was waiting his arri- 
val, and after asking how he felt turned to the 
bed upon which their two children were lying, 
to see if they were asleep. Mr. Franke com- 
plained greatly and knowing that he could 
not sleep walked up and down the floor as his 
wife prepared to retire. On the mantle was a 
PHIAL CONTAINING SOME LAUDANUM, 
from which Mr. Frank® had taken a dose or 
two upon former occasions in order to secure 
relief. After walking the floor for quite a 
while, Mr. Franke went up to the 
mantle, and taking down the 
phial, swallowed quite a dose. 
Mrs. Franke saw bim drink the laudanum 
and fearing that he had taken too mach rang 
the be}l fur a servant, whom she directed to go 
fora physician.

After 
becoming thoroughly satisfied that his patient 
had not taken enough laudanum to hurt him, 
Dr. Jarnagin gave him a botile of bromide of 
pote ssitium and left, instructing Mrs.

Just before Dr. Jarnarin 
left the room Mr. Franke sat down in an easy 
chair, and appeared to be enough improved to 
laugh and joke.

Coron: r Hayues was notified of the sndden 
death, and with a jury of inquest visited the 
hotel. Tle evidence showed that 
the death had not been suicidal 
but accidental, Dr. Jarnazin testified as to 
his visit and what had transpired while he 
sas in the rcom, and then said: 

“Today after Mr. Franke died, when I enter- 
ed the room I found another bottle labeled 
Jaucanum, nearly empty. Jam satisfied that 
he took it after Ileft him inthe night. He 
was dead when I saw him about noon today. 
I noticed a bruise on his nose and blood on his 
hand, which were not there last night. When I 
jeft him in the night he was sitting in a chair 
laughing and joking, and apparently all right. 
tie could not have taken enough from the bot- 
tie to have killed him, as he would have mani- 
fested it. While I was with him last night he 
told‘me that he hyd been unable to sleep for 
several nights, owing to neuralgia in his face. I 
don't believe he took laudanum with suicidal 
intent.” 

Dr. Boring. county physician, examined the 
dead body. There was a smail bruise upon the 
nose made probably by a fall. The jury re- 
ceived the statement of Dr. Boring and then 
returned a verdict of death from neuralgia of 
tle brain. The body was turned over 
to Swift, the undertaker, and prepared for 
shipment to Charleston, S. C. 

Mr. Franke was about thirty-five years of 
age and bas been residing in Atlanta about five 
years. He was a member of the firm of J. W. 
Fsuke & Co., dealers in carriage materials, 
stcel, iron, paints and varnishes, at 31 and 33 
Wert Alabama street. He was a man of fine 
business qualifications and was universally 
liked in Atlanta. Mr. Franke came from 
Cherleston, 8. C., where his parents, who are 
quite wealthy, reside. Several years ago he 
married 2 most estimable lady who is yet living.

Sunday afternoon last, he left his home 
and came intothe city to see Dr. amy and 
Mr. Frank Logan, of broom fame. Dr. Gray 


and Mr. Logan had arranged to take a hunt 
Monday morving, and had engaged Betts’s 
service. Betts’s visit te the ¢ity was for the 
purpose of ascertaining what time the gentie- 
men wanted to start, and after seeing them he 
started home. This was about dark. 

When Betts reached the Kimball house cor- 
ner he found that the Wheat street car 
gone. Betts docided notte wait for the next 
ear but walk home. Before starting on his 
tramp, however, he entered Magnus’ drug store, 
and purchasing a cigar, put a match to the end 
and walked out. Hepassed aleng Pryor and 
down Wheat street, but just as he reached 
Collins some one behind him called out:

I had cause to believe 
that Betts bought that liquor at a certain place 
intown, and I thought I had a right to ascer- 


tain. W hen ] asked Betts if he h: id W hisky, 
he acted well and said yes. He gave it 
to me without any trouble. if 
really regretted to bother the negro 


but 1 could not help it. The whisky has net 
been confiscated but held as evidence, and as 
soon as the trial is over he will get it back. He 
can have it now ifthe chief feels like giving it 
up.

They Will Work in the Atlante Glass Factory -Nearig 
All of Them Experts From France—A Beport- 
er’s Vain Attemptto L[oterview Them In 
Their Native Tongue, Yesterday. 


Captain Fred D. Bush, the district passenger 
agent.of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
reached Atlanta — having in his 
charge a party of forty experienced glass- 
blowers from the American glass works, in 


Brilliant, Ohid, The entire party came all the | 


way from Cincinnati without change of cars, 
in aspecial coach provided by the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad company. As soon as 
the train reached Atlanta they were taken to 
the Piedmont house, near the corner of Ala- 
bama and Pryor streets. Many of the men 
brought with them their familes, All of the 
glass-blowers, except two, are French. They 
learned the business in France and served 
their apprenticeship in Versailles, Lyons and 
Paris. In their native country they worked as 
journeymen in the French glass factory, where 
all kinds of glaes work is done. Several of 
the men in the party are skilled artisans, 
whose. wages amount to as high as six and 
seven dcllarsaday. Some of the women are 
also very expert workers in glass, and they 
have received as high as three and four dol- 
larsaday. Every one in the party isa mem- 
ber of the glass-blower's union. 

After their baggage had been taken to the 
hotel and they had eatén a hearty dinner, they 
started out totakea look at thecity, Small 
groups wentin different directions, but most 
of them bended their steps toward the section 
of the city situated near the Air-Line railroad 
shops, where it is understood the Atlanta glass 
works will be located. Among all the foreign- 
ers who have come with the party there are 
only two who understand English. An iuter- 
preter went along with them, and through him 
they negotiated forthe rentof a number of 
cottages. By night a dozen families were com- 
foitably domiciled in these houses. 

Last night a reporter of THe CONSTITUTION 
made a visit to the Piedment house for the pur- 
pese of interviewing some of the new arrivals. 
He met one of them, an intelligent, well dress- 
ed young man, and inquired of him if he could 
impart some information toucping the party of 


glass-blowers and their purposes. The 
man ,looked bewildered and _ replied 
in pure French, The reporter then 


ventured an interrogatory in the best French 
hecculd muster. The foreigner threw up his 
hands with alarm and beat a hasty retreat. 
The next person accosted was a woman of mid- 
dle age. The same question was propounded 
to her in English. She didn’t understand a 
word of it. Then it was framed in French. 
She didn’t understand it any better than be- 
fore. Several others were met and the repor- 
ter tried his best to make them understand his 
questions, but it was no go. Evidently his 
French was at fault. 

Yinally a comely young danisel was discov- 
ered by the reporter. There was something 
peculiarly intellectual in her face, and she an- 
swered a waiter, who had done an errand for 
her, in liquid English. To her the reporter 
hastened. She understood his questions and 
gave quick and intelligent answers. She sta- 
ted that she was born in France; that she and 


her husband had come to the United States to | 


try their fortunes; that being expert glass- 
blowers they found no trouble in securing em- 
ployment in New York state. Then they went 
to Canada and worked a short while. After- 
ward they found work in Brilliant, Ohio, 
where extensive glass works are situated. 
They heard that a glass factory was soon to be 
established in Atlanta,and they resolved to 
come here to accept work in it. 

They and their. companions could 
stand the scvere northern climate, 
and they believe Atlanta is just the place for 
them. They say that this climate is very 
much the same as that in the south of France, 
where most of them were born. They expect 
to begin work just as seon as the factory is 
completed. She company has given them as- 
surances that in the course of six or seven 
weeks at most the works will have been 
erected. The members of Side daleues are all 
pretty well-to-do people. They are honest, in- 
telligent and respectable. They will form a 
great addition to cosmopolitan . At tlanta.
